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The Echo Answers Why? 


ERE IS A QUESTION WHICH THE 

Vancouver Daily Province asks in a 
leading editorial: “Why is it that Canada, 
after less than four years, must have an 
election, whereas in Great. Britain they 
can get along for eight years and not 
need any?” It replies to itself as fol- 
lows: “The answer, of course, is that in 
Great Britain they are more concerned with 
the wae and jess with~politics than we are; 
the British Parliament, having other and 
more important jobs -to attend to than the 
mending of political fences and the manu- 
facture of political capital, amended the 
Parliament Act and deferred the election.” 
And the mainland newspaper improves the 
shining hour by adding that “the Canadian 
Parliament, which might have taken similar 
action, did not do so. Instead it left itself 
in a position which permitted the govern- 
ment to snuff it out in 1940 and call an 
election.” It winds up by describing the ap- 
peal of nearly four years ago.“a wholly un- 
necessary ‘trick’ election.” 

So far as we have-observed, the govern- 
ment has not indicated that an appeal to 
the people is imminent—the “noise” one of 
its ministers has just made in Vancouver 
notwithstanding—and we feel like agreeing 
with..our_.contemporary when. it contends 
that an-election is not ‘necessary. Only a 
few vociferous critics of the King admin- 
istration, who are quite alittle more con- 
cerned with playing politics than with the 
conduct of the war—to transpose the Prov- 
ince’s suggestion—are especially interested 
in the date of the Prime Minister's request 
for dissolution, The public has manifested

Victory Christmas 
Recipes

Recent visitors to Ottawa's im- 
posing grey stone Confederation 
Building which houses the De- 
partment of Agriculture, have 
been greeted by tantalizing, 
spicy aroma that doesn’t seem to 
belong to a government building.., 

“Smells like Christmas around 
here” was the remark made by 
more than one visitor with a 
slightly surprised sniff. And they 
weren't far wrong for, in Can- 
ada’s kitchen which -is located in 
this bullding, the home econom 
ists of the Department's Con 
sumer’s Section were busily at 
work testing cakes, puddings anda 
cookies for Canada's fifth war 
Christmas, 

Plans for Christmas baking 
must be laid well in advance this 
year, for even the simple enter 
taining that is now in vogue puts 
a strain on rations. If short 
bread is a “must” in your home 
it’s none too soon. to begin 
scrimping a bit on butter; 
planned economy, now, will ac 
cumlate a reserve of sugar for 
extra baking, but recipes will still 
have to be modified in respect to 
other ingredients as they are 
available in your locality. For- 
tunately fruits are interchange- 
able; seedless raisins can be sub 
stituted for currants or seeded 
raisins, mixed peel for citron 
and maraschino for candied cher- 
ries. 

Before recipes are approved by 
the Consumer Section and passed , 
along to Canada’s homes they 
must pass stern tests, not only 
for practicability In view of avail- 
able supplies but also for quality 
and flavor. ‘These recipes have 
passed all tests with fying 
colors.

“The past week has gone along 
at an even faster rate than usual. 
Let me tell what happened one 
evening. 

“At 5 p.m. we fixed our packs 
for an all-night visit to the woods. 
After going through a full day's, 
work, 1 felt as if I had half of the 
camp on my back when I loaded 
on. my_rifle-and.pack,..weighing 
65 potunds, or So. - The rifle. kept 
slipping off my shoulder, which 
was quite a bother, but after a 
tramp of four miles we reached 
the camping place. 

“Then we started to dig slit 
trenches, each two feet wide, two 
feet deep and six feet long. My 
| shovel was very small, and I had 
| to cut through roots and a lot of 
stones, — I~ werdered...how— any 

place could have so many stones 

close to the surface 

“By the time we got the 
trenches done it was dark, and 
we had to put up our tents, two 

}men to a tent The tents are 
rather.small, but to set them up 
in such darkness was something 
to do. We lost track of our stakes, 
and when we found them, we 
missed the stakes and pounded | 
our fingers. When we had_our; 


‘tent half up, there was a practice | 


gas attack, and it fell down while 
we were putting on our gas 
masks. | 

“After the gas cleared away, 
we started more, bit the same 
thing happened all over. again! 
By the time we did get the tent 
up, we felt as though we had 
erected the Barnum: and Bailey 
and Ringling Brothers’ Big Top.” 

Pte. Paul goes on to tell about 
a meal he ate in pitch darkness 
after putting up the tent, and of 
his adventures in a war game 
which followed the meal. We do 
not have space for that now, but 
I shall give the rest of the letter 
next time.
